The riddle of Lake Baikal, In cern* 
tral Asia, is similar to that of I,ak« 
Tanganyika, in central Africa. In both 
cases a large body of fresh water, r e ­ 
mote from the ocean, contains organ­ 
isms apparently marine. 
Both lak**, 
again, contain a very large num ber *f 
species not found elsewhere. Lak»* Bai­ 
kal contains numerous salmon 
and 
seals as well as three species of h er­ 
ring. 
It also contains a few moliusoa 
of apparently marine forms. 
One of the most rem arkable fea­ 
tures of the lake, perhaps, is that, al­ 
though It Is frozen over for about Ava 
months in the year, the animal life Im 
extremely abundant and varied. 
Thte 
may be partly accounted for, p e rh a p s 
by the existence of hot springs. 
One of the latest attem pts to aa- 
■wer the riddle of Lake Baikal is th a i 
of th e Russian Investigator Berg. 
O f 
th* 33 specimens of fish found in th* 
lake he finds that 14 are peculiar tm 
It, while 19 have a wide distribution 
In Hlberla and Europe 
Many of these peculiar species ara 
without m a r relations anywhere. 
Of 
the mollusc* 90 per cent, are peculiar. 
Berg does not think the facts d ^ 
mand the hypothesis that the lake wag 
once mat Inc. 
He believes that It baa 
always been fresh and that the fauna 
peculiar to It have had a twofold or­ 
igin. 
A part has originated In th* 
lake Itself during th** long ages of Its 
existence, and th/* rest is a portion of 
the prehistoric fre^h water fauna of 
Kiherla w hich it has preserved.— Hat* 
per’* Weekly.

It Is on the highway between 
Williamsburg and McCredie, two vil­ 
lages in the northeast part of Callaway 
county.

June 3 0 , 1H28, by pioneers from Ken­ 
tucky and Virginia. 
Three buildings 
have served as meeting places for tho 
congregation since that time. 
All of 
them have been

moved to Fulton, where he is teaching 
modern languages in W estm inster col­ 
lege. These new duties did not lessen 
his love for the pastoral work of the 
Old Auxvasse church and he contin­ 
ued in the pastorate. 
He has preached to the congregation 
of the Old Auxvasse 
church 
2,500 
tim es. 
In other churches during 
re* 
vlval m eetings and occasional visit! 
he bas preacher 1,200 times. 
He has 
conducted 
fifty revival m eetings in 
various churches. 
To the Auxvasse church during the 
fifty years of his pastorate 635 mem­ 
bers have been added, 
200 
children 1 
have been baptized and 240 couples 
have been married. 
One hundred and 
thlrty-aeven members of the congree* 
lion have died during that period and 
Doctor Cowan haa conducted their fir 
nereis. Of this number 65 were men 
and 7S women.

starchy foods rsach the circulation as 
sugar. 
This is oarrlsd to the liver 
by the portal system and stored to be 
weed by the body. If we ever sat such 
foods as potatoes, bread and tw eets. 
we overcrowd the liver. 
Children can easily cultivate an ap­ 
petite for sweets, but lf they never 
get the habit much suffering for all 
concerned Is avoided. 
Sweet fruits ooataki sugar that hi 
thoroughly satisfying and wholesome, 
and little people may be early taught 
to buy such things, instead of candy. 
It Ie quite a rem arkable fact that 
children who have been so reared that 
they have bad little or no sw eets are 
rarely apt, when reaching m aturity, to 
care enough for such food to overin­ 
dulge. 
The errors In diet that ere begun 
in childhood underm ine the vitality, 
and In time the body Is not able to ek- 
pel the atftte and ward off disease. 
A child may be plump and the pic­ 
ture of health, and yet by a little over­ 
work or exposure to disease the im­ 
properly-nourished body succumbs. 
To be natural Is to be well. 
All 
conditions of sickness ars in some 
way penalties for the transgrsasion of 
nature s laws. 
Tbs most readabl# les­ 
son we have Is that "the sins of the 
fathers shall be visited upon the chil­ 
dren,” and still the 
evil 
goes 
on, 
through ignorance and carelessness. 
Sweet fruits, such as dates, raising 
end ripe bananas contain sugar In Its 
m ost acceptable form, and appetites 
deprived of such wholesome sweets 
will turn for gratification to those 
which are ferm entable and injurious. 
A child mays be as easily 
started 
right us wrong, when it conies to feed­ 
ing, for the m other la the architect, 
and how they build will tell in Inter 
years. 
Three hundred thousand babies die 
In our land every year, more from Ig­ 
norance In regard to diet than from 
any other cause.
